T is surprising how greatly the practice 
| of even pa er ln nw og varies 
in respect to the use of their brakes, 
throttles and gears when at the wheel. 
There are some who drive on the throttle 
and use their brakes only on hills, in 
emergencies, and for locking their cars at 
rest. Racing drivers, on the other hand, 
employ their brakes almost continuously 
by comparison, while between these two 
extremes the habits of the ordinary 
tourist vary enormously. 


EXAMPLES OF DRIVING. 

Take, for example, the case of a car 
running along a level, open road towards 
a blind junction. Forty miles an hour 
may be its speed along the straight, but 
this rate must be reduced at some point 
approaching the crossing. The throttle 
driver will not touch his brakes, but will 
slow down on the throttle, so that his car 
is unler perfect control, travelling at an 
easy speed, when he comes to that part 
of the road from which he will take 
observations of the conditions prevailing 
on each road forming the junction. 
Another driver will hold his 40 m.p.h. 
until fairly near the crossing, when he 
will brake smartly, while a third type 
will ordinarily leave the brakes alone, de- 
creasing his speed to, say, 20 m.p.h. ur 
less on the throttle; take an observation 
of the road conditions constituting the 
crossing, with foot poised above the 
brake pedal, ready to make an imme- 
diate stop if any danger threatens. 
If there is no danger, he does not touch 
his brake at all; for in the case of this 
particular type of driver his brakes form 
the final reserve. While opinions differ as 
to what constitutes perfect driving from 
the technical standpoint, it is unquestion- 
able that the less the brakes are used, the 
better for the car. 


MATTERS THAT NEED ATTENTION. 

At this particular period of the year, 
when motorists look forward with pleasure 
and interest to the delights of spring’s 
lengthening days and increasing hours of 
balmy sunshine, a great many cars that 
have been laid up for the winter months 
are again being placed in commission. If 
a car is just being placed on the road, or 
even if it has been running for a little 
time, it is well worth while to check up 
the vital parfs of the mechanism, so that 
disappointment will be avoided when start- 
ing out on, or when in the middle of, a 
spring outing. 

THE ELECTRICAL SYSTEM. 

The electrical system, which is generally 
the least robust part of a car’s equipment, 
should not be overlooked. After lying 
idle for some time it is not likely to be 
at its best, and a little adjustment here 
and there may be necessary to put it in 
that thorough running order which is, 
necessary to the enjoyment of the driver. |

IMPORTANCE As SUITABLE 


e condition of the plugs should not 
be allowed to pass unnoticed, and in cases 
where the present set has been in use for 
the past season it is good economy to 
purchase a new set. Upon the choice of 
plugs suitable for an engine depends 
almost entirely the absence of . plug 
trouble. Provided the engine is in reason- 
ably good condition, it will give no trouble 
from oily plugs unless they are of ah un- 
suitable type, Pre-ignition, insulator 
fracture and other fog coin caused by the 
plugs over-heating are due to the use of 
plugs having an unnecessarily high oil 
resistance, and consequently a heat resist 


compression ratio than that in which they 
have been installed. 

Plug manufacturers nowadays make a 
wide range of plugs having different heat- 
resisting qualities, and issue charts of 
recommendations showing the type olf 
plugs best suited to each car. 

TYRES WILL WEAR OUT. 

Tyres will wear out, and to keep an old 
cover on a wheel simply in the hope of 
getting a couple of hundred miles out of 
it before it blows out is very poor economy, 
It is true that additional mileage 
may be had, but at the expense of safety 
There is always an element of danger 
when running on a badly worn tyre, 
which is apt to burst on a bad curve when 
there is danger of a serious or fatal acct- 


dent, 
SPRING LUBRICATION. 

To secure easy ee qualities in the 
car, the springs must be properly cared 
and lubricated, to do which it is not now 
necessary to take the leaves asunder. Re- 
cently there has been placed on the 
market a very handy tool, costing a few 
shillings, with which this otherwise 
lengthy and messy operation can be 
accomplished efficiently in less than an 
hour. It is no more difficult than using 
the grease gun on the spring shackles. 
The latter also should receive regular 
attention, even though the car is not 
used frequently, as this will prevent the 
grease from solidifying, which may occur 
if fresh grease is not supplied at inter- 


vals, 
A WARNING! 

Motorists whose petrol tank is situated 
under the bonnet should take care not to 
spill petrol over the horn. A disagree- 
able accident recently occurred from this 
cause. When the horn switch was pressed 
a comparatively loud explosion took place, 
and when the bonnet was lifted to find 
the cause, flames and smoke were seen 
issuing from the body of the horn. The 
casing of the horn was near the dash- 
board petrol filler.

Chapter III. will appeal to those: who 
collect old -furniture~ for it tells of the 


furnishing of ‘‘ The Queen's House.’’.. by. 


George Hand gives not: only photo- 
graphs of some of the beautiful pieces, 
but the maker’s name and the prices 
paid for them. Two full-page illus- 
trations -show. a: mahogany bureau 
cabinet, both open and closed, which 
was made for Queen’ Charlotte to 

the order of George III. in. 17692. 
by Messrs. Vile and Cobb, at a cost of £71. 
This piece of furniture, the author has 
decided, is probably the finest example of 
mid-eighteenth century work extant. ' The 
author writes: “Of William Vile no 
personal details are known. That he was 
a cabinet maker of standing is shown from 
the ‘ Strawberry Hill Accounts,’ where he 
is foutid supplying Horace Walpole, who 
would scarcely have patronised an obscure 
craftsman, with a considerable amount of 
furniture in 1760 and 1765” — 

Of the overbearing and finely dressed 
Cobb various records are to be found. The 
furnishing of “ The Queen's House,” 
History of Carlton House and of the Roval 
Pavilion, Brighton, show through both 
descriptions of the times and reproductions 
of drawings and paintings of the 
period ‘how much and how little 
London has changed. How many of 
those, whose work takes them daily 
past the National Gallery, know that the 
fine pillars which form the portico once 
held the same position in Carlton House ’ 
An illustration from ‘‘Pyne’s Royal 
Residences,” 1819, shows the pillars in 
their original position. The Marble Arch, 
the present position of which is the cause 
of.so much wonder to strangers, is shown 
as it stood in 1838 with Queen Victoria 
passing through ‘to her Coronation. 

The greater part of the volume; however, 
is devoted to the interior of the Palace— 
the beautiful apartments, furniture, 
pictures and treasures.

In the “ Outline of 
History ” his donkey-

er neglected in their provincial attitude, 
but which he considered of great import.

We consider that this book has accom- 
plished its purpose to a remarkably high 
degree. Clearness, completeness and 
correctness—these have been the watch- 
words of the- authors. Superficialities 
have been avoided studiously, so that the 
gist of the subject, and nothing more, is 
presented. The completeness of the survey 
Is magnificent ; all the essentials of modern 
biology have been treated. 

The arrangement is in nine books. “The 
first is an account of the living body and 
its machinery. The second book divides 
life into its chief patterns, with their 
yarious ‘structures and resources. Book 
III., “ The Incontrovertible Fact of Evolu- 
tion,” errs slightly in its complete dis- 
regard of some very pertinent questions 
which opponents of the evolution theory 
have put. There follow chapters on the 
development of species, their evolution, 
and present habitats and conditions. 
Many scientists will question the veracity

of the eighth book on behaviour, feeling. 
and Ma Eo thought. Very little can be 
said with certainty owing to the conflict- 
ing opinions of eminent psychologists, and 
it might have been safer to have adopted 
this attitude rather than to follow. any 
chanipions.

Biology is a science of growing import- 
ance, especially in its relationship with 
the public.

On whatever 
subject Mr. Drage writes—whether it be 
sea training, Imperial defence, the Singa- 
pore base,. naval parity or the Japanese 
maritime. strength—he marshals his facts 
with authority and dresses them in ful] 
historical and economic details. | 

‘We are in a position to which our 
forefathers would never have consented, 
even after defeat, and, unless England 
rouses herself, we have before us the fate 
of the Roman Empire,’’ says Mr. Drage 
in his preface. This statement reflects 
the spirit in which the book is written ; 
for the writer urges the strengthening of 
the British Navy and the merchant ser- 
vice, in default of which the decline and 
fall ot the British Empire is, in his 
opinion, inevitable. 

‘Sea Power’’ is crammed with in- 
formation which is given in a lucid and 
precise style, and one is inclined to 
believe the author, since he never makes 
an important statement without giving 
his reasons and copious references. The 
causes of the decline of the British Navy 
and merchant fleet receive due attention 
Drage. Among the reasons 
that he gives for the present staghant 
position in the shipping world are the in- 
troduction of coloured seamen to take the 
place of British sailors in the merchant 
service—they numbered about 50,000 dur- 
ing the Great War—the inadequate sys- 
tem of sea training for sailors, bad facili- 
ties for the docking and revairing of the 
British Navy in the Far East, and the 
short-sighted policy of British politicians, 
who, he says; are’ interested only in 


| getting votes from the masses. Mr. Drage, 


however, omits the argument most fre- 
quently put forward nowadays, that the 
decline in the British mercantile marine

Already twenty- 
two of the fifty new luxury tram- 
ears ordered by Mr. W. mber- 
lain, when he was manager of the 
traniway system, are in service, and, in 
addition, the parts for twenty-eight others 
have arrived in the city and are being 
assembled at the local works.

Wiliiam Dibelius. 


I was very sorry to learn a few days ago 
of the death of Dr. William Dibelius, the 
famous German Professor, who held the 
Chair of English at Berlin University. The 
fact that I have seen no mention of his 
death in any British newspaper Is a 
strange commentary on our insular out- 
look : for William Dibelius was one of the 
finest scholars of his time. When I first 
met him he was Professor of English at 
Bonn, having held a Chair previously, so 
far as 1 can remember, in the University 
of Posen. He was a man of uncommon 
modesty, but his great gifts were recog- 
nised by German scholarship, and when 
that remarkable old man, Vr. Brandel, 
resigned the Chair of English in Berlin, 
Dibelius was the obvious choice. He was 
one of the few German professors who kept 
their heads at the outbreak of the War. 
Unlike the Meyers and others of his 
colleagues, he never allowed himself to be 
associated. with attacks on Great Britain, 
and his book on “ England,” published a 
few years ago, was a masterly and 
sympathetic analysis of the English 
character. The late Professor Dibelius 
visited Ireland not very long ago as the 
uest of Dr. von Dehn, the German 
Minister to the Free State, and showed a 
keen interest in Irish affairs. A man of 
much personal charm, William Dibelius 
represented the best in German scholar- 
ship. He may not have had the intellectual 
brilliance of a Willamovitz-Mollendorf ; 
but he had a keenly analytical mind, and 
his work always was distinguished by a 
thoroughness of research as well as by a 
graceful delicacy of style. 


Tramway “Graffic. 


I have been rather surprised to learn 
the enormous total of passengers carried 
by the Dublin trams in a year. I see 
that in 1930 this was well over eighty- 
eight millions—an increase of ten millions 
over the year before.

[ shall certainly be among the spectators 
When the Irish XV. meets that of Scot- 
land to-morrow at Lansdowne road. it 
will be the forty-ninth of these encoynters. 
The original match was played at Belfast 


in 1877 and resulted in a victory for Scot 


land, with a total of 32 points to Ireland's 
nil. The Irish Rugby Union was then 
three years old, and the earliest of all 
international encounters—England versus 
Scotland—had been played a half-dozen 
years previously. Of the forty-eight 
matches since played Scotland have won 
on thirty-one occasions to Ireland’s four- 
teen victories, five of the latter being 
since the Great War. The game on Satur- 
day will be the 
between the two countries at Dublin, and 
it will be remarked that the thirteenth- 
that of 1929-—was one of disaster for the 
home country. The other matches of the 
series were staged at Belfast, Raeburn 
place, Glasgow. Inverlieth and Marray- 
field. I note with interest that in the 
game of 1881 at Belfast, which Ireland 
won with a converted goal to a try, Scot- 
land made te innovation of playing three 
three-quarters. This was later adoptel 
by all the countries and continued in use 
until 1894, when England, Ireland and 
Scotland adopted the four three-quarter 
formation as we know it to-day. 


A Burning Oil-Well. 


I have always imagined that an oil 
well which has taken fire must be a diffi- 
cult thing to control, but I did not fully 
realise the virulence of these fires until I 
came across an account of a well of 


petroleum in Rumania which has been in. 


flames for no less than three years. The 
extinction of the blaze by means of a 
powder invented for the occasion marks 
the end of a campaign of fire-fighting, in 
the course of which thirty-seven persons 
have lost their lives. The heat around the 
burning well was so intense that it was 
impossible to approach it, but numerous 
devices for its extinction were tried from 
a distance. These included the breaking- 
up of the surrounding ground by bombs 
dropped from aeroplanes, and the dropping 
upon the column of fire of bombs filled 
with extinguishing gases. None, however, 
had any effect. The most spectacular 
attempt was that made by an American 
engineer, who succeeded in shooting an 
enormous bell of bronze over the mouth 
of the well, thereby cutting off the flow of 
oil. This seemed at first to have the 
desired effect, but after the fire had been 
suppressed for twenty minutes the bell 
was blown into the air with a terrific 
explosion, and the engineer was killed by 
the flying fragments. Durmg the course 
of the three years’ fire the wastage of 
petroleum must have been enormous; for

DISTINGUISHED PERFORMERS. 

Chamber music recitals then became one 
of the Hoyal Dublin Society's established 
activities. During the first years the 
peiformers were resident musicians. in the 
season 1890-01 they were Signor Papini, Mr. 
G. F. Bell, Mr. Rawlingson, and Herr 
Rrdersdorff as the string quartet, with 
Signor Esposito again the pianist. Later 
the practice of engaging distinguished 
performers from England and the Continent 
was introduced. Esposito, however, continued 
to be a frequent performer, sometimes as 
pianoforte soloist, but also as pianist in 
concerted chamber music. One of his 
most notable appearances was on the 
occasion of the Chopin centenary in the year 
1910, when he gave a recital representing al) 
the principal forms of Chopin's music for 
pianoforte. On another occasion he played 
with the eminent Russian pianist, Sappell- 
nikoff in duets for two pianofortes. His last 
ypearance, J think, was at a recital in which 
Miss Maude Davin and Mr. Joseph Schofield 
took part, 

The educational value of the early recitals 
was enhanced by the distribution to those 
who attended them of books containing notes 
on the music to be performed. The notes 
written by Sir Robert Stewart and illustrated 
with quotations in music type showing che 
principal themes and passages of special 
interest in the several works, were models of 
critical appreciation and elucidation of clas- 
sical chamber music. They must have played 
a great part in stimulating and forming that 
interest in chamber music which was for some 
on a notable feature of Dublin’s musical 
ife.

IN THE DAIL CHAMBER. 

At first the chamber music recitals were 

iven in one of the large rooms of Leinster 

ouse. In due course they were trans- 
ferred to the Lecture Theatre, which now is 
the meeting place of Dail Eireann. When 
Leinster House was reguibed by the Free 
State Government the series of chamber 
music recitals was not allowed to be inter- 
rupted. The Theatre Royal became the 
venue of members of the Society as far as 
chamber music was concerned. Finally the 
recitals found a fitting home with the rest 
of the Royal Dublin Society’s concentrated 
activities at Ballsbridge. There they quickly 
became so popular that it became necessary 
to add evening recitals to the usual afternoon 
Préocmhaoih audiences in the afternoons 
aving grown too large for the hall. 

At Leinster House, for some years, organ 
recitals were included in the series, an organ 
having been added to the varied equipment 
of the Lecture Theatre. I reeall visits by 
such eminent organists as Dr. A. L. Peace, 
‘ Perkins, of Birmingham ; 
Walton, of Glasgow; E. H. Lemare, and the 
two blind organists, Wolstenhome and 
Hollins. Feats of extemporisation by Hollins 
are clear in my memory still. 

The list of pianists and chamber music 
performers who have taken part in the Royal 
Dublin Scciety’s Recitals since the beginning 
of the present century would include a very 
large — of eminent musicians of the 
period. Instead of entering on what would 
ve a dazzling list of names, let me recall 
that next to Esposito, the late Dr. Brodsky 
was the most pee and also one of those 
longest associated with the recitals. Another 
musician who might claim a fairly long con- 
nection with them is Sir Hamilton Hartv. 
Recently he has come as conductor of the 
Halle Orchestra, but it must be twenty vears 
since he brought to Leinster House a group 
of wind instrument players to do the 
Beethoven septet, and oer such works, and 
longer still since he first figured in a Royal 
Dublin Seciety programme 
As an appendix to this recollection of 
Esposito’s early activities in Dublin. I may 
mention that there. has just been published 
‘* Three Pieces for Pianotorte, op. 61 (a) Alba, 
(b) Zenith, (c) Tramonto. By M. Esposito.”’ 
The publishers are the C.E. Music Publishers’ 
Company, for which Messrs. Pigott and Co.. 
Lid., are distributing agents." These are 
graceful pieces, which many Dublin musicians 
will like to play.

A Liberal Revolt: 

Last night the House of Commons 
Standing Committee passed the Liberal 
amendment to the Trade Disputes Bill Ly 
thirty-seven votes to thirty-one. This 
vital change, which makes a general strike 
definitely illegal, is a severe defeat for the 
Socialist Government, since, at the behest 
of the General Council of the Trade 
Union Congress, it had determined to 
yield nothing on the point. In other 
circumstances, the shadowy understanding 
between the Liberals and the Socialists 
might have been preserved a little longer 
and a compromise of some sort might have 
been effected. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
and Mr. Lloyd George are thought to have 
been anxious to avoid a direct issue. 
Their masters, however, decided otherwise. 
Mr. Hayday, Chairman of the General 
Council of the Trade Union Congress, 
stated in no uncertain terms that the 
trade unions regarded the bill as value- 
less without the right of a sympathetic 
strike. The Liberal rank and file made 
strong their hearts and overruled Mr. 
Lloyd George. Every Liberal member of 
the Standing Committee voted in support 
of the amendment; the support of the 
Conservative members, of course, was 
unanimous. Thus Socialism’s assault on 
the safety of the community has failed, 
and it is virtually certain that the 
elimination of the “General Strike 
Clause ” will involve the death of the 
whole bill. 

As soon as the result of the division was 
known Sir Kingsley Wood asked the 
Attorney-General, Sir William Jowitt, 
‘what the Government's intentions might 
be. “That is a question I cannot answer, ' 
returned Sir William. Next Tuesday the 
Standing Committee will hold another 
meeting, and, in the meanwhile, we may 
suppose that Mr. Hayday will issue the 
necessary instructions. This great man is 
known to favour an immediate dropping 
of the bill. On the other hand, the 
Attorney-General would prefer to wait a 
little, so as to secure the discussion of the 
remaining amendments to the illegal strike 
clause. In any case, the death of the bill 
seems to be only » matter of time. As 
might have been expected, the Socialists’ 
indignation at the Liberals’ disobedience 
—their previous subservience almost 
justifies the attitude—is very bitter. It 
is significant that next Tuesday the 
Government will bring forward a 
guillotine resolution, allocating time for 
the Electoral Reform Bill, which was to 
have been the price of Liberal complais- 
ance. For some time there has been 
opposition among Ministers to the 
alternative vote; self-interest and venom 
alike, therefore, now dictate the annihila- 
tion of this measure. The Standing Com- 
mittee last night performed a double 
service for Britain when it accepted the 
Liberal amendment. 

Mr. Walter Citrine, Secretary of the 
Trade Union Congress, in his wrath has 
dubbed the Liberal Party. “ anti-working 
class.’ Such a remark is a fair example 
of the Congress’s absurd claims. There 
are 16,000,000 wage-earners in the country, 
of whom the trade unions can claim only 
about 4,000,000. How many of these 
4,000,000 can be said to be trade unionists 
in the sense that Mr. Citrine understands 
by the term? Do 4,000,000 Englishmen 
Scots and Welshmen really desire the legal 
right to starve the rest of the community 
in pursuit of some adjustment of wages or 
conditions favourable to themselves? The 
unions,- for some reason, conduct their 
policy as though their members, one and 
all, voted for Socialist candidates at elec- 
tions. In fact, as any canvasser knows, 
Liberal and Conservative candidates can 
claim the support of many trade 
unionists. The next stage of the political 
struggle will be fought across the floor of 
the House of Commons, and it will be in- 
teresting to see how far the Liberals, now 
that they have escaped from bondage, will 
carry their new-won independence, Much is 
demanded of their patriotism; for, with- 
out the alternative vote, they have much 
to lose. Yet no real hope exists for them 
in any association with the Socialists,

Great: fault, it is true, can be laid to the 
charge of those who cast upon the Free 
State’s capital the burden of supporting 
vagrants from every quarter of the land, 
thereby giving the rates the largest 
upward impulse that they have received 
for years. Nevertheless, as Sir William 
Coates was careful to point out at yester- 
day’s meeting, the Belfast Corporation is 
not without handicaps to its progress. 
By increased provision of work, under- 
taken at the request of the Northern 
Ministry of Labour, and by co-operation 
to the same end with the Board of 
Guardians, it has assumed a heavy 
burden. How, then, is the difference 
between Dublin’s rates and those of 


Belfast maintained? A partial explana- Í 


tion lies in the success of the Belfast City 
Tramways—a municipal undertaking. 
During the fortnight that ended on the 
20th February of this year the trams 
carried 105,495 more passengers than 
they had carried during the corresponding 
fortnight of last year, and their receipts 
were greater by £557. These figures are 
not set off by a proportionate decrease in 
the returns of the omnibus traffic— 
similarly a municipal undertaking—which 
showed an increase of 25,493 passengers 
and of £148 in receipts. Traffic, no doubt, 
is only one concern of the Corporation, 
but it represents a substantial item in the 
receipts; and, to a large extent, it is 
symbolic of the manner in which that

Control of Traffic. 


The King’s Bench has established the 
Minister of Transport s right to ban motor 
coach traffic im Central London. Two 
months ago the Minister issued draft 


regulations that restrict the operation of | 
motor coaches in an inner and an outer | 


circle of the London area. He took these 
powers under Section 10 of the London 
Trafic Act, 1924, which authorises him to 
make rules ‘‘for the purpose of relieving 
congestion and facilitating traffic in or 
near London.” Hitherto the Skylark 
Company has run its fleet of nineteen 
coaches through both circles. It disputed 
the Minister's right to prevent its traffic,

company relied on its current licences, 
which were definitely for ome year, with- 
out any restriction of routes. “ If,”’ the 
company’s counsel argued, “ there had 
been a desire to restrict the use of his 
clients’ coaches to certain streets; the 
Commissioner of Police could ‘have issued 
On 
Wednesday the King’s Bench Court of 
three Judges discharged the rule nisi, 
with costs, in the Minister’s favour. In 
giving the Court’s judgment Mr. Justice 
Avory held that the Minister had acted 
within his powers. “The purpose of the 
licence really was to see that the person 
holding it was a suitable person, and that 
and 
regulations could be made legally under 
the Section, “even though they might 
have the effect of conflicting with certain 
privileges obtained from the licence.’’ 
This judgment, and the regulations which 
it confirms, illustrata the British attitude 
to road traffic. In England the public’s 
safety and convenience take first place, 
with the result that already the new traffic 
is systematic, well co-ordinated and 
economic. In Ireland it has grown as it 
pleased, without any sort of control ; and 
the result is chaos. The roads have 
become racing tracks; among a multitude 
of competitors for a limited traffic few 
make any profits; and the railways are 
being ruined by an uneconomic rivalry. 
When will the Irish Governments decide 
to check this crazy and perilous multipli. 
cation of transport facilities ? 


Irish Canals. 


The Grand Cana] Company may be con- 
gratulated on its ability to pay a 4 per 
cent. dividend after a year that proved 
calamitous to most forms of transport. 
Certain points made by the chairman’s 
speech at yesterday’s meeting of share- 
holders are worthy of notice. It com- 
mented, for example, on the increasing 
burden that the upkeep of - roads 
imposes on taxpayers, and endorsed an 
Enriglish opinion that the only means to 
lighten this burden was to encourage the 
transport of heavy merchandise by the 
waterways. There is, of course, another 
side to this argument—namely, that busi- 
ness would be deflected from the railways, 
so that three rivals, instead of two. would 
be cutting one another's throats. As a 
means of transport the canals possess one 
advantage in the fact that. their cost of 
operation is comparatively small. © We 
frequently wonder why the Irish com- 
panies have not devoted their attention to 
the canals as ‘pleasure routes. France 
reaps a very comfortable income from the 
use of her waterways by tourists ; England, 
though the nature of her canals renders 
them less practicable for tourist purposes. 
contrives to allure quite a number of 
visitors to the Norfolk Broads. Ireland, 
on the other hand,: employs. her canals 
solely for the carriage of goods, although 
there is no cheaper and _pleasanter 

“see Ireland.” If the com- 
panies. were.to fix a definite fee for 
private navigators—perhaps, they might 
even keep a fleet of suitable motor boats 
for hire—we believe that. such enterprise 
would receive a substantial reward within

There 
were angry cries from the Labour benche< 
when the motion was put, but it was 
carried by 296 votes to 17. Mr. Brown, 
apparently little disturbed, thanked th 
Speaker for his consideration before leav 
ing the House, whereupon Mr. Macquister 
brought the incident to a close amid a roar 
of laughter by suggesting, in the soft tones 
adopted by Mr. Brown, that a member 
who desired to be suspended ought to in 
form the Speaker beforehand. 


The Labour E xtremiets. 


The condition of things in the Labour 
Party is causing no litile concern to tis 
leadera; for recent events have made it 
clear that the party is dangerously near a 
break-ap. It will be remembered that ti 
‘exiremists on the leit frequently voted 
against the Government, and that the 
National Executive of the party sought to 
punish them by providing penalties tor 
such action. The penalties proved in- 
effective, however; for in most cases they 
could not be imposed. Then followed an 
attempt to devise new penalties which 
would convince the offenders that the 
Execiitive meant to be obeyed—-a step

It added that, as the Commonwealth

of transport, notably the canals. “I am 
convinced,” he said, ‘‘that the only practical 
way to solve this ever-increasing road 
expenditure is to encourage transport of heavy 
merchandise from the roads to inland water- 
ways, Heavy traffic on these entails little 
additional maintenance cost, and certainly 
makes no call upon public funds, and conges- 
tion on the canals is almost impossible.’’ 

If this statement, said the Chairman. was 
made in England—where the canals did not 


act as public carriers and were not fully 
equipped, as they were—it certainly applied 
with much greater force in the Free State, 
where they had a thoroughly up-to-date 
canal system.
